Quebec's foreign students 
will pay about $1000 more than 
Canadians In tuition fees next 
year. The proposal to increase 
fees for foreign students In 
January 1979 was before the - 
provincial cabinet yesterday 
and sources claim that an 

official statement, confirming 
the new law, will be made next 
week. 

Differential fees were Imple- 
. mented In Ontario and Alberta 
last year despite protests from 
both foreign and Canadian stu- 
dents. Two Ontario universities 
resisted the two-tier fee struc- 
ture by collecting funds to 
offset the loss of government 
grants. Both universities have 
decided recently to comply with 
the regulations and impose the 
two-tier fee structure. Ontario's 
method of indexation, upon 
which Quebec's method Is 
based, would increase tuition 
costs for newly registered visa 
students to $1500 and for newly 
registered graduate visa stu- 
• $1950. 

ferentlal fees were ori- 
ginally scheduled for Septem- 



ber 1978 but because a number 
of foreign students have already 
registered, the implementation 
is postponed until next January. 
The discriminatory fee structure 
will affect only Incoming for- 
eign students. 

The Quebec government 
move did not come as a surprise 
as differential fees are included 
in the PQ platform substan- 
tiated by the reasoning that 
foreign students do not con- 
tribute Indirectly to the educa- 
tion system as do Canadians 
through taxes. A recent study 
published by the Canadian 
Bureau for International Educa- 
tion has disproved this theory. 
Instead, foreign students Inject 
money Into the Canadian eco- 
nomy, which would not other- 
wise find its way into Canada. 

One Quebec source claimed 
that a number of students who 
were subject to Ontario's regu- 
lation came to Quebec, and this . 
is one of the reasons the 
Quebec government wants to 
impose similar regulations. Al- 
though there was a 20.9% de- 
crease In applications from 
foreign students In Ontario, 



There was no increase in Que- 
bec. In February 1977, 12% of 
McGill's student population 
was non-Canadian compared 
with^only 11% this year. 

Another supporter of differ- 
ential fees maintained that 
Canada was providing a cheap 
education for Americans. Mc- 
Gill statistics show however 
that only 1282 of the 2,288 
foreign students enrolled at the 
university are of American 
origin. McGill has one of 
Canada's largest American en- 
rolments. Other universities* 
foreign popuoation, such as 
that of the University of Alberta, 
Is mainly comprised of students 
from Hong Kong. U of A 
officials who oppose differen- 
tial fees in Alberta claim that 
• there is "a very unfortunate kind 
of racism In operation" with the 
decision to discriminate against 
foreign students, since differ- 
ential fees are not substantiated 
by- an economic loss for 
Canada. 

McGiirs Principal Robert 
Bell, when questioned • by a 
Canadian University Press re- 
porter claimed that Finance 



Minister Jacques Parizeau said 
the decision in principle had 
been taken and was irrevocable. 
"Mr. Parizeau was very clear 
that we were going to go exactly 
along the lines of the Ontario 
system." Bell added "We didn't 
argue about the decision. Re- 



grets were expressed, but there 
was no argument. I don't think 
there's any way It's not going to 
happen." He said the provincial 
cabinet has approved the prin- 
ciple of differential fees and 
only the details remain to be 
Ironed out.

McGill Principal Robert Bell 
told a Canadian University 
Press reporter In an interview 
yesterday. "The first I heard 
about it was Tuesday night". 
Rumours of the new fee 



policy have been circulating 
since last September. However, 
the Ministry of Education has 
constantly refused to comment 
on the matter. Only yesterday 
Pierre Roy, an assistant . to 
Education Minister Jacques- 
Yvan Morin, said the mlniste 
. will make the first officia 
statement next week. 

"We were not asked what we 
thought," Paul Lacoste, Rector 
of l'Université de Montréal said, 
referring to the new regulations 
that went before the provincial 
cabinet on Wednesday. / 

"In principle, I regret anything 
restricting the mobility of stu- 
- dents," Lacoste added, "but 
after Ontario had taken such a 
stand it would be very difficult 
not to follow". 

Both Principal Bell and Con- 
cordia Rector John O'Brien 
claimed that the government's 
implementation of differential 
fees has been inevitable for 
some time. Bell commented 
that during the Tuesday night 
. meeting "Regrets were ex- 
pressed, but there was no 
argument. I don't think there's 
any way it's not going to 
happen". Bell also commented

on the educational value of the 
flow of International students, 
"...the international flow of 
students is a good thing. It's a 
good thing for the students who 
are doing the flowing and it's a 
good thing for the students at 
the universities the students 
flow to". 

Although everyone knows the 
educational .arguments which 
oppose financial discrimination 
against visa students, Bell 
added, "you can't beat the 
political argument". Although 
Bell agrees that the political 
argument Isn't a very good one, 
it does not appear that McGill 
University will oppose the 
government's decision." 

How higher fees will affect 
enrollment is uncertain, O'- 
Brien, Bell and Lacoste agreed. 
When differential fees were 
imposed in Ontario, a 20.9% 
drop In foreign student appli- 
cations was noted and no sub- 
stantial increase was noted in 
other Canadian provinces. For- 
eign student -enrollment has 
dropped at McGill over the past 
year — differential fees are 
expected to cause a further 
drop.

Despite two evictions by 
Montreal riot police and the in- 
transigence of the Parti Québé- 
cois government, 250 students 
at Montreal's CEGEP André 
Laurendeau continue to occupy 
that school's administration 
offices in their attempt to gain 
new athletic facilities. 
. The occupation began Fe- 
bruary 6 and has, with the 
support of other Montreal 
CEGEPs, the Association Na- 
tionale des Etudiants du Que- 
bec (ANEQ) and the school's 
teachers and maintenance wor- 
kers, become one of the 
most , militant student ac- 
tions in Quebec during this 
school year. 

. The Montreal Regional Coun- 
cil of ANEQ plans a demon- 
stration today In front of 
the Ministry of Education of- 
fices in Montreal. An ANEQ 
spokesperson said the fight at 
André Laurendeau symbolizes 
the right of all students for 
adequate sports facilities. 

"While the government plans 
to spend $65 million for the 
completion of the Olympic sta- 
dium, the students of André 
Laurendeau are still waiting for 
theirathletic complex," he said. 

The occupation began after a 
general assembly where half the 
student body voted over- 
whelmingly in favour of an 
around-the-clock occupation of 
administration offices. 

The occupation proceeded 
peacefully for one week and, 
said student militant Jean- 
Pierre Provost, "there were 60 to 
100 students in the CEGEP each 



night, and no courses were 
cancelled." 

On Feb. 13 the school's 
Director-General Gilbert Des- 
rosiers, who told the students 
"there's nothing I can do", went 
to Quebec City to negotiate with 
the government. That night 50 
police officers entered the 
school and expelled the stu- 
dents. 

The next morning 500 stu- 
dents assembled to discuss 
what courses of action were 
open to them. Sylvie Roy, a 
member of the occupation com- 
mittee, stated that "the PQ Is 
our main enemy in this affair." 

She criticized the Director- 
General, saying "he didn't go to 
Quebec looking for our sports 
complex, he went there looking 
for a strategy to smash our 
struggle." After much debate 
students decided unanimously 
to re-occupy the administration 
offices. 

On Feb. 14 Desroslers was 
back in the school, accom- 
panied by the Montreal riot 
squad. He read out a prepared 
message asking the students to 
leave immediately. But no one 
left until the riot squad expelled 
everyone and locked the doors. 

The next day 250 students 
re-occupied the offices. The ad- 
ministration in turn cancelled 
all night courses, laid off 
student employees and prohibi- 
ted the use of the school's 
auditorium. 

Last semester the students 
collected 3000 signatures on a 
petition demanding the con- 
struction of the sports complex. 
While there are only 1500 stu-

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Quebec discriminates against foreigners

Differential fees for foreign 
students in Quebec are now a 
fact of life. Poorly argued 
letters of opposition to the 
two-tier fee structure have been 
sent to the government and 
university administration by 
our student government but 
there Isa noticeable absence of 
organized student pressure on 
university and government au- 
thorities. 

Time for greatly needed 
organized pressure is running 
out — the end of the academic 
year is only two months away. 

Universities in Ontario and 
Alberta, hit by the discrimina- 
tory fee structure last year, 
Initially claimed they would 
have no part in discrimination 
against visa students and some 
even offered to subsidize visi- 
ting students. Those universi- 
ties that last year so adamantly 
supported universal education, 
have one after the other, given 
In to government pressure and 
have Imposed the extra fees on 
their foreign students. 

When Informed of the provin- 
cial government's decision to 
Implement differential fees, 
Quebec university officials did 
- not even argue. Our own 
Principal Bell said yesterday 
that differential fees are regrett- 
able but "We didn't argue about 
the , decision. . . Everyone 
knows the educational argu- 
ments, but you can't beat the 
political argument." 

Quebec universities, espe- 
cially anglophone universities, 
are not in a position to defy 
any government decision. The 
proof of that is seen when 
r university officials are forced, , 
Into agreeing with policies that ' 
are detrimental to academic 
concerns. The only opposition 
to the discriminatory differen- 
tial fee structure- will have to 
come from students. 
Irrational discrimination 

The main pro-differential fee 
argument, and the claim put 
forth by the PQ, is that 
Canadian students pay for 
education through taxes, but 
foreign students do hot. They 
should thus be charged more 
for the education they receive in 
Canada. 

But according to a report 
published by the Canadian 
Bureau for International Edu- 
cation (CBIE) foreign students 
are not an economic burden on 
Canadian taxpayers because 
"the expenditure of money by 
the Canadian taxpayer, through 
grants to institutions, Is rough- 
ly equal to the amount of 
money imported Into Canada 
by incoming students. . .This 
foreign student money would 
not otherwise find its way into 
the economy." 

More important than this, 
however, Is that Canadian 
universities need the govern- 
ment funds they receive as a 
result of their foreign student 
population to maintain the 
course options, professors and 
y -trie.quality.Uiat.qur.edyQajIppal. , 
system* how-enjoys/ Tne- 'GBIE-- 



report states "Faculty and staff 
must still be paid and the 
physical plant must be kept up, 
even If there are fewer students. 
These costs cannot be cut 
without a major restructuring 
of the Canadian educational 
system" and without major 
cutbacks in the system. 
Decreasing enrolment 

Foreign student enrolment 
in Canada has almost doubled 
In the last four years, however 
the CBIE argues that this 
increase Is only picking up the 
slack in Canadian enrolment. 
"In fact, with the numbers of 
Canadian students decreasing 
because of demographic chan- 
ges, one could agree that 
foreign students are needed to 
fill empty places and to main- 
tain employment at the post 
secondary level." 

What's behind the move? 

If the Implementation of 
differential fees makes no 
substantial contribution to the 
economy and can only acceler- 
ate decreasing enrolment in 
Canadian universities, why are 
provincial governments moving 



toward the two-tier system? 
•governments must find ways 
to cut costs. Because of the pre- 
sence of foreign students In 
Canada means the mainten- 
ance of a costly education 
system, differential fees would 
help to defray the costs — but 
only minimally. Differential 
fees will discourage foreign 
student applications to our 
universities, thus the provincial 
governments will be required to 
grant smaller subsidies to 
universities. Fewer students 
will mean fewer professors and 
services, which will mean a 
further decrease In education 
costs. Already, McGIII Arts and 
Sciences faculties are not 
filling vacancies, and although 
the Deans of these faculties 
hope they will not be forced to 
lay off employees, that mea- 
sure might become a necessity 
in the near future. 

•certain Canadian university 
officials have claimed that 
differential fees and other 
government action such as 
immigration policies restricting 



the number of visa students 
from particular countries 
"smell of racism". A McGIII 
official claimed that in Alberta 
where there are large numbers 
of Chinese students, differen- 
tial fees were Imposed partially 
to restrict their numbers. He 
Implied racist attitudes even 
after it was found that many of 
the 'Chinese' were Canadian 
Chinese. 

•differential fees, coupied 
with restrictive Immigration 
policies, will effectively limit the 
number of students from vari- 
ous parts of the world and limit 
even further the background of 
foreign students. In any coun- 
try, immigration policies open- 
ly discriminate' against, people 
from countries where the go- 
vernments are radically differ- 
ent. With the new Immigration 
regulations and the added 
convenience of discriminatory 
fees, governments are able to 
keep out activists or people 
from countries where there Is a 
lot of radical activity. Govern- 
ments don't want that type of 



Influence in our universities, 
nor do they want the extra 
$4000 it will cost for a 
Canadian education starting 
next January. 

•as long as taxpayers believe 
that they are subsidizing for- 
eign students' education, the 
implementation of differential 
fees Is a popular political ploy. 

Knowledge cannot be loca- 
lized. Attempts to seclude our 
higher education system only 
demonstrate that these institu- 
tions serve to not educate the 
small proportion of our society 
that reaches the university 
level; but to mould those 
prlveleged few into people free 
from the influence of universal 
ideas. If differential fees were 
being implemented to make 
space for those Canadians who 
are academically, financially or 
culturally barred from our uni- 
versities, perhaps that type of 
discrimination against foreign 
students would be tolerable. 
This is not the case, however. 
Our universities are selective 
institutions only to become 
more and more so.

Differential fees will be implemented throughout Québec's 
réseau universitaire by next January. Coupled with new federal 
immigration laws, affecting mobility and choice of universities for 
visa students, both levels of government have elaborated a 
legislative package seriously encroaching on the prerogatives of 
higher education. 

Government spokespeople have justified the Ministry's latest 
move In purely pragmatic terms. Financial imperatives invoked by 
harbingers of the new policy are negated by a CBIE report stating 
that foreigners actually inject more dollars in the Canadian 
economy than universities receive. In tuition subsidies. Also, the 
countries of origin of some foreign students are plundered by 
Canadian multinationals and banks. Many visa students have thus 
"paid their taxes" before setting foot on our fair Dominion. 

The dangers to universities inherent in differential fees are 
obvious. McGIII Is already plagued with a "buy Canadian" policy 
when hiring faculty. This interference by immigration authorities 
with the free flow of people, necessary to the growth of institutions 
of higher learning, will only further parochialize an institution 
whose raison d'être can only be justified to Ûuebecers through a 
strong International dimension and commitment. 

Differential fees will take this isolation one step further by 
effectively barring foreign students from Quebec. The results of 
decreasing enrollment will not only downgrade the quality of 
education for all through restricted programmes and fewer 
courses, but will also deprive students of an important dimension 
of university life. - _ s 
The timid acquiescence to the new policy by all sectors of the 
university community can only be deplored. Principal Bell bowed to 
the political imperatives of differential fees, adding that Quebec 
City already knew all the educational arguments. 

Students have only displayed apathy to the new law and 
opposition to differential fees has been sporadic and limited in 
provinces where they have been already implemented. Only 
eleventh hour protests by all Quebec students can stop this new 
discriminatory law.

Daily misconceptions 
To the Daily: 

Regarding Mike Cohen's let- 
ter of the 15th, it Is most 
annoying to realize that mis- 
conceptions still prevail about 
the so-called "Daily crisis.';. I 
was one of those who argued 
that the Dally, if it were willing 
to take austerity measures, 
should receive an uncondi- 
tional supplemental budget. 
However, even the most hard- 
line councillors did not have, to 
use Mr. Cohen's words, "the 
Intention. . .of exercising ab- 
solute control over the Daily.." 
What they suggested Instead 
was a financial board, posses- 
sing no editorial control, em- 
powered to monitor Dally ex- 
penditures and attempt to keep 
them in line with the proposed 
supplemental budget. They ar- 
gued, not without some justi- 
fication, that Society officers 
had informed the Daily, as early 
as October, that ad revenues 
were below expectations. Had 
the Daily taken the suggested 
austerity measures at that 
point, not only would an 
additional expenditure of $5000. 
been unnecessary but the Daily 
would have been able to 
continue to publish the Tues- 
day .French...issMe^.. However, 
v.v.v.'.v. . . w.v 



even this Idea of limited 
financial control was dropped, 
wisely I think, midway through 
our discussions because of the 
obvious difficulties Inherent In 
It. The question became, sim- 
ply, whether the Students' 
Society had an additional $5000 
to give the Daily. (The universi- 
ty had overestimated the am- 
ount the Society would receivi 
- in fees by $20,000. This created 
great budgetary problems.) 

The Dally has now been 
granted a supplemental budget 
of $5000 and we. have been 
assured by the Dally that, 
though there will be some 
reduction in the number of 
issues published, this amount 
will see them through to the 
end of the year. 

As for Students' Society in 
the future wanting "absolute 
control over the Daily"; Coun- 
cil, In cooperation with the 
Daily, Is attempting to set up a 
Publications Board so that the 
Society will be absolutely un- 
able to exercise any control 
over the Dally, thus freeing the 
Daily from any fear of Council 
intervention. I believe that this 
may in fact lead to better 
relations between the Dally and 
the Society. An article concen- 
trating on this process ap- 
peared on the front page of the 
same Issue of the Daily in 
which Mr. Cohen's letter was 
contained. 

I agree with Mr. Cohen that 
the Daily has done a credible 
job this year, though mistakes 
were inevitably made. Further, I 
find his analysis of press / go- 
vernment relations commen- 
dable. Any democratic Institu- 
tion requires criticism if It is to 
maintain its very nature. How- 
. ever, criticism, to be effective, 
must be well-thought-out .'and 
not just a knee-jerk reaction 
consisting merely of a series of 
snide comments. I hope, and 
would feel fairly safe in saying, 
that during the remainder of the 
year the Daily will continue to 
criticize Council. Also, I hope 
that the Daily might listen to 
our criticisms of It, though It Is 
in no way compelled to act on 
them since the supplemental 
budget was granted uncon- 
ditionally and since editorial 
interference by the Council Is 
specifically prevented by thé 
Students' Society Constitution. 
Jo maintain freedom of the 
press this is of course the way 
it must be.

I am afraid that I find myself 
incredulous over the lack of 
information concerning Stu- 
dents' Council and its relations 
with the McGill Dally. This lack 
of Information can be seen 
every day In the Letters to the 
Editor section. It seems that 
the spectre of Students' Socie- 
ty control over the 'Daily is 
ever-present and constantly 
threatens to pervert trie Daily's 
freedom of expression due to 
•the continual badgering of the 



Daily by a conspiracy of 
dedicated, "Incompetent stu- 
dent bureaucrats". 

If one were to stop for a 
second and think: "How do 
most if not all students find out 
about the actions of Students' 
Council?" The answer to this 
question is obvious — the 
Dally. That the Daily would 
want to cast doubt and suspi- 
cion about Council's Intentions 
regarding the Daily's highly 
touted "editorial freedom" 
should be equally obvious. A 
hard look at the facts is in 
order: 

1) Students' Council has never, 
during my term of office, 
attempted to control or direct 
the editorial content of the 
McGIII Daily. As a former 
member of the Dally staff, I am 
particularly sensitive to this 
charge. 

2) Students' Council has ap- 
proved an increase over last 
year's budget of $50,000 of ap- 
proximately $15,000 to the 
current budget of $65,000. This 
represents more than an infla- 
tionary increase and is an 
unheard-of increase in finan- 
cing for any student group, 
both in absolute terms and 
percentage-wise. 

3) The opinions of Council are 
expressed In paid advertising, 
because free space for the 
publisher is considered an 
editorial incursion. 

4) This increase represents a 
great financial burden to the 
McGill Students' Society and 
should be evaluated in terms of 
the benefit which accrues to 
the student community from 
such a massive expenditure. 
Since, malheureusement, there 
are such, things as banks, 
bottoms to wells, and no free 
lunches, the capacity of the 
student community to finance 
such an undertaking is a real 
question. Presently the "edito- 
rial freedom" of the Daily Is an 
academic question since it 
currently enjoys absolute edi- 
torial freedom.

With the rapid approach of 
the QUAA's ice hockey playoffs, 
now Is perhaps as good a time 
as arty to evaluate the prospects 
of the league's "second season" 
and the chances of the eventual 
champion in CIAU competition. 
For the Redmen, playoffs begin 
Tuesday night at 8:15 In the 
Winter Stadium, only four days 
from now. 

Four teams, Concordia, Bi- 
shop's, Trois Rivieres and 
McGill , have come through the 
16 game regular season sche- 
dule and have qualified for 
postseason action. Only the 
Chicoutlmi Inuks, who finished 
dead last In the league, are 
eliminated from championship 
consideration. 

Concordia ready 
One has to like the chances of 
the Concordia Stingers to win 
the QUAA title and the sub- 
sequent. trip to Moncton, New 
Brunswick, the site of this 
year's CIAU playoffs. The 
Stingers have shown the most 
late season leg of any of the four 
teams, soundly defeating both 
UQTR and McGill in recent 
encounters, including Wednes- 
day night's 8-4 victory over the 



finals If it returns to early 
season form. The Patriotes have 
been inconsistent of late, losing 
.their final three games to 
Concordia and McGill by deci- 
sive margins. 

The conference's leading 
scorers, Gary Brown and Pierre 
Glngras, will not be enough to 
overcome UQTR's weakness in' 
goal, where Daniel Coutu has 
been having his problems. 
Home ice will help, but not 
enough. 

The chances of Bishop's rest 
squarely on the shoulders of 
defencemen Ken Knowles and 
Jim Grady, both of whom are 
amongst the top blueliners In 
the league. Aside from these 
two, Blsh is shaky in the nets 
and weak up front. The Gaiters 
are sure to go home early, to 
contemplate the success of the 
school's basketball team. 

Balance helps 

One factor which should aid 
the cause of the Quebec re- 
presentative in Moncton is the 
Increased competitive balance 
of this year's QUAA over 
previous versions. At one time 
or another, UQTR, Concordia 
and McGill have all appeared In 
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Patriotes in a battle for first 
place. 

Concordia has defence to 
spare in the persons of ace 
goaltenders Nick Sanza and 
Glno Yanire, and has found 
some offence as well with the 
teaming of Daniel Vinet, 
Dwayne Byers apd Albert Di Fa- 
zio on the same line/ The 
threesome combines muscle 
and finesse In one neat and 
effective package, scoring 
goals while intimidating their 
opposition. 

McGill, although a sentimen- 
tal favorite, must rate second in 
the final foursome. The Redmen- 
have proven their ability . to 
handle Trois Rivieres (2-1-1 In 
four games), but can't seem to 
get over the Concordia hump. 
Smith must be sharp 
For McGill to make its mark in 
the playoffs, coach Herb Madill 
will have to get super efforts 
from goaltender AI Smith and 
his defence. Offensively, the 
Redmen are capable of scoring 
right and left, but only if John 
Swan and Jeff Taylor aren't 
ambushed into the penalty box, 
as has happened several times 
this season. One plus for McGill 
is the possible return of 
high-scoring wing Barry Ross to 
the lineup. 

Trois Rivieres was ranked as 
high as number four in Canada 
before its recent slump, but will 
only survive the QUAA seml- 



the weekly CIAU Top Ten 
rankings. With -three strong 
opponents and an acceptable 
fourth (Bishop's), the QUAA 
champion will have played a 
fairly rigorous regular season 
schedule, one key to post- 
season success. • 

Another indicator Is exhibi- 
tion play. Concordia, for in- 
stance, has played all of the top 
three teams In Canada (Toronto, 
Alberta and Saint Mary's), de- 
feating the latter two in the 
Stingers' holiday invitational 
tournament. 

McGill has played three 
exhibition matches with Cana- 
dian schools, downing 
Queen's, but losing Jo Saint 
Mary's and Laval. One has to 
figure that the Redmen would 
have trouble handling the likes 
of Joronto and Alberta, two 
teams which they would likely 
meet in Moncton. 

Sing the Blues 

For now, put your money on 
Concordia to take the QUAA 
title, If only narrowly, from 
McGill. Once the winner travels 
to New Brunswick however, 
don't bet on the local boys. The 
Quebec teams may be well- 
seasoned, but the edge In raw 
ability goes to the boys from 
Ontario, particularly those 
Blues from Toronto.-
